LB 522 would require the Department of Natural Resources to provide financial assistance to affected irrigation districts if the
Department adopts a rule or regulation prohibiting surface water irrigators from storing or diverting instream flows for irrigation in order
to comply with an interstate compact or decree. The irrigation districts would be required to use the assistance to compensate surface
water appropriators who have had to forego the use of water.

Any fiscal impact to the state would depend upon certain actions being undertaken by the Department that would impact surface water
users. The potential cost to the Department cannot be determined at this time. Because no funding source is specified in LB 522, it is
estimated that costs would come from the General Fund.
